— A 
table, the most horrible and ghastly 
piece of furniture ever conceived in 
the mind of man, will he shown in 
next year's exhibition of the l-Yank- 
Kn Institute if Dr. Mark L. Xardvz. 
of this city, is successful in obtaining 
tho loan of it, from Palazzo Pitti, 
Florence, for that purpose. The 

table is the work of (Juiseppe Sagatti, 
who was several yean iii making it. 
Tho material wasdiawn from perhaps 
a bundled human corpses. Ii con 
sisls of a circular top resting upon a 
pedestal with four supports represent- 
ing claws. The face of the table is 
about three feet in diameter. To the 
uninitiated spectator it would appear 

a fantastic but, artistic work in mar- 
ble, for it, is highly polished and looks 
like stone, but when he is told that 
the hearts, livers, muscles, and intes- 
tines of the human body form the 
entire composition of the gruesome 
object, the visitor shudders. Hut 
there is an attract iveness m its very 
ghastliness which leads him to ex- 
amine it the more closely. The 
Pitti l'alace contains, without, excep- 
tion, the finest collect ion of paintings 
in Italy, including some of the best 

works of Raphael, Michael Angelo, 
Murillo, Oorregio and others. lis art 

treasures comprise only a small por- 
tion of its riches, but ii, must be con 
fessed that no chamber of horrors con- 
tains anything approaching Bagatti'a 
table in its capacity to make flesh 
creep. 

The weird craftsman is dead these 
many years. The table, by which he 
Will always be remembered, was com- 
pleted half a century after 
passing through the hands of three in- 
dividual owners, the last of whom 
committed suicide over it, it Was be 
cured for the Palazzo.

Sagatti spent several years m per- 
fecting a system of petrifaction and 
succeeded in discovering a process 
whereby the natural animal read ion 
in a corpse after death could be t hang- 
ed to mineral reaction by first securing 
immunity from decay by a well-known 

embalming process, and afterward im- 
mersing the body in a bath where it 

absorbed siliei panicles. For the pur 

pose of a, praotioal illustration of the 

method and ils results he set aboiu 
making the table, The corpses neces- 
sary for the purpose were obtained 
from one of the hospitals. The intes- 
tines were used in the construction of 
the Ornamental pedestal, and. having 
been pressed into shape, were petrified 
The claws of the table were formed 
from tbe hearts, livers nnd lungs. 
whioh still retail, the appearance ol 
live flesh. The leaf of tho table was 
composed of the larger muscles of the 
body artistically arranged together I" 
form the desired effect. The table 
was intended to be highly ornamental, 
and. though nothing was to be used 
in its OOnStrUOtion but parts of the 
human body, the mind that lirM con- 
ceived it, was not at, a loss lo flnd 
means of ornamentation. A hundred 
pans of eves or more and as many 
pairs of ears were petrified and artist i'- 
oally arranged around l he edges. The 
effect was he most bloodcurdling that 
could be imagined. The proce 
ceeded in preserving the eyeballs in 
their natural slate, so that after pol- 
ishing they retained their color and 

general ante-mortem appearance 
an intensified brilliance. This com- 
pleted the task of the savaej tie 

was proud of the result of Ins labors. 
The lest of his process of petrifaction 

was eminently successful, lie com- 
municated bis method to the medical 

world, but naturally it never became

Great Salt, hake is in fact not a 

branch of the sea at all, but a mere 

shrunken remnant of a very large fresh 
water lake system, like that of the 
still existing St. Lawrence chain. 
Once upon a time. American geologists 
BBJ, a huge sheet of water, for which 
thc\ hive even invented a definite 

name, Lake Bonneville, occupied a far 

larger valley among the outliers of the 
Pocky Mountains, measuring 8QQ 
miles in one direction by 180 miles in 
the other. Hesides '.ins primitive 
Superior lay a great second she. 
early Hudson — (Lake Lahontaii the 
geologists call it) almost as big and 
equally of fresh water. By and by — 
the precise dales are necessarily inde- 
finite some change in the rain-fall, 
unregistered by any contemporary, 
made tbe Waters of these big lakes 
shrink and evaporate.

Dr. F. C. Riusr, Ophthalmologist 
and Otologist of the Now York Insti 
taticn for the Deaf and Dumb, has 
jast reprinted in pamphlet form, an 
article on " Hearing and Deafness,'" 
which originally appeared in the New 
Eiujland Medical Monthly. The ob 
ject of the disquisition is to call the 
attention of the medical fraternity to 
the possibility of preventing case* of 
deafness by treatment at the inception. 
He says : 

" /Uafne**, which results in deaf- 
mutism, is not necessarily of congenital 
origin, notwithstanding the preva! 
of this opinion, but is, beyond doubt, 
in the majority of instances, caused 
by post-natal changes in the acoustic 
apparatus. Changes in the organs of 
hearing may occur as a concomitant 
or a sequela of disease and sure pos 
sible at all ages. During the period 
of infancy, however, the most fatal 
lesions are more apt to ensue ; owing 
to the fact that at this tender a<_" 
tenlion is not directed to this import 
ant organ at the time of solicitude for 
the little sufferer's life, and proper 
heal treatment of an aural nature 
ia in consequence neglected, in the 
endeavor to prevent general dissolu 
tion." 

Referring to cases in which children 
have for years been classed as " deaf 
and dumb," he mentions a number of 
instances where the use of i'rof. E II. 
Carrier'* " Conversational Tube " has 
demonstrated a latent capacity for 
hearing which can be successfully cul- 
tivated and improved. To show that 
total deafness is not an inevitable 
consequent of any one kind of div 
he states instances where deafness 
resulting from many different mal 
is only partial, and makes the surpris- 
ing assertion that over thirteen per 
cent of the pupils at the New Yoi k 
Institution "can hear vowel sounds, '» 
and are constantly tx i d in 

the production and meaning thereof. 
From this, he makes the following 
deduction :
